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GENERAL  SUMMARY. 


Population. — The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the 
population  for  1947  was  69,940,  an  increase  of  3,461  over  the 
previous  year.  The  area  of  the  Burgh  extends  to  4,714^  acres, 
giving  the  density  of  the  population  as  14.8  persons  per  acre  as 
compared  with  14.29  in  1937.  The  excess  of  births  over  deaths 
was  858. 

Deaths. — During  the  year  there  were  846  deaths,  giving  a 
death  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  of  12.1  In  1937  the  rate 
was  12.2,  and  in  subsequent  years  it  varied  from  11.3  to  12.3 
in  1946.  The  rate  for  Scotland  for  1947  is  12.9. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were: — Heart  disease  (224), 
cancer  (111),  cerebral  haemorrhage  (90),  tuberculosis  (63), 
bronchitis  (37),  pneumonia  (35).  The  number  of  deaths  from 
cancer  has  been  gradually  increasing  during  the  past  few  years. 
In  1937  the  cancer  rate  was  1.45  (97)  as  compared  with  1.6 
(111)  in  1947. 

Infantile  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
number  107.  These  give  a rate  of  64  per  1,000  births.  The 
rates  in  1946,  1945  and  1944  were  54,  64  and  54.  The  increase 
in  1947  was  largely  due  to  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of 
gastro-enteritis.  The  rate  for  Scotland  is  56. 

Maternal  Mortality. — There  was  a decrease  in  maternal 
deaths,  the  rate  for  the  year  being  1.2  per  1,000  births.  This  is 
.7  below  that  of  1946,  and  is  the  lowest  rate  yet  recorded.  In 
1939  the  rate  was  1.5.  The  war  years  showed  increases  to  4.4 
in  1940.  but  gradually  falling  to  2.1  in  1943  and  1.9  in  1946 

Births. — The  number  of  births  was  1,074  and  the  birth  rate 
23.7.  This  is  the  highest  rate  since  1925,  and  is  5.9  above  the 
rate  in  1945,  which  is  the  lowest  rate  recorded.  The  rate  for 
Scotland  is  22. 

Marriages. — There  were  617  marriages  during  the  year, 
giving  a rate  of  8.8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  the 
same  as  the  rate  for  1946,  and  is  1.7  below  the  rate  for  1940, 
which  is  the  highest  yet  recorded.  The  rate  for  Scotland  is  8.6. 

Ante-natal  Supervision. — The  number  of  new  patients 
attending  the  ante-natal  clinic  has  increased  greatly  during  the 
last  ten  years.  In  1937  there  were  587  new  cases  and  2,221 
attendances,  and  in  1946,  915  new'  cases  and  7,430  attendances. 
In  1947  there  were  965  new  cases  and  8,594  attendances. 

The  numbers  attending  the  post-natal  clinic  have  also  in- 
creased to  611  new  cases  and  1.187  attendances.  In  1936  and 
1946  there  were  32  and  384  new'  cases,  and  40  and  527  attend- 
ances respectively. 
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Hospitals. — No  alterations  or  additions  of  any  consequence 
were  made  to  hospitals  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Diseases. — The  year  1947  was  a very  eventful 
year  as  far  as  infectious  diseases  are  concerned.  The  year 
staged  a very  serious  epidemic  of  infantile  paralysis.  The 
epidemic  was  wide  spread  throughout  Scotland.  The  Burgh  of 
Motherwell  and  Wishaw  was  fortunate  in  escaping  serious  in- 
volvement compared  to  many  places.  There  were  8 cases  with 
definite  paralysis  and  no  deaths. 

Gastro  Enteritis. — There  was  also  a rather  severe  epidemic 
of  gastro-enteritis  or  diarrhoea  in  infants,  which  caused  much 
illness  and  21  deaths. 

Much  of  this  illness  is  preventable  and  many  of  these 
deaths  should  not  occur  if  mothers  would  breast-feed  their 
babies,  especially  during  the  summer  months.  This  form  of 

diarrhoea  seldom  occurs  in  breast-fed  babies,  and  mothers 
should  give  serious  thought  to  this  knowledge.  Breast  feeding 
is  continually  being  impressed  on  mothers  by  doctors,  health 
visitors,  midwives,  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  and  at  clinics, 
but  there  is  a hard  core  in  the  population  very  difficult  to  im- 
press. 

Scarlet  Fever. — An  extensive  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever 
began  in  September,  1947,  and  continued  into  1948.  During 
the  last  four  months  of  the  year  about  300  patients  were  ad- 
mitted to  hospital.  The  epidemic  was  of  a relatively  mild 
nature  and  no  deaths  occurred,  but  a sprinkling  of  rather  serious 
complications  shows  that  it  is  not  a disease  to  be  ignored. 

Diphtheria. — The  incidence  of  diphtheria  is  low,  but  still 
odd  deaths  take  place  from  it. 

The  deaths  are  always  in  unimmunised  patients.  As  long 
as  some  parents  will  not  listen  to  advice  on  this  matter  a few 
deaths  are  to  be  expected  each  year. 

Airbles  Hospital. — This  institution  had  111  patients  in 
residence  during  the  year.  Being  a hospital  for  chronic  illness, 
patients  are,  to  a large  extent,  old  and  remain  there  for  pro- 
longed periods.  Cases  of  minor  illnesses  are  also  admitted  from 
Airbles  House.  One  patient  has  been  there  for  over  17  years, 
and  7 have  been  resident  for  periods  ranging  from  1 to  9 years. 
Of  the  111  patients,  82  were  over  65  years  of  age,  and  of  these 
40  were  over  75  years. 

Outdoor  Midwifery. — Cases  dealt  with  during  the  year  under 
this  service  numbered  77.  In  1938,  145  cases  were  dealt  with, 
but  this  has  gradually  diminished  to  74  in  1946.  This  is  largely 
due  to  the  increased  admissions  to  the  Maternity  Hospital,  and 
to  greater  use  of  the  Maternity  Services  Scheme. 
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Tuberculosis. — During  the  year  145  new  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis were  reported,  which  is  55  less  than  1946.  The  number 
of  deaths  in  1936  was  51,  and  the  rate  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion was  .76;  in  1946  the  rate  was  1.02  and  in  1947  it  had  in- 
creased to  T.07.  The  rate  for  Scotland  is  .80.  In  previous 
reports  emphasis  has  been  laid  on  the  relationship  between  this 
disease  and  housing,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that  48  families  living 
in  overcrowded  conditions  and  in  which  there  is  a case  of  tuber- 
culosis were  rehoused.  The  advanced  state  of  the  disease  on 
notification  has  also  been  frequently  commented  upon,  but  un- 
fortunately this  still  goes  on.  Of  the  75  deaths,  24  were  notified 
after  death  and  3 died  within  a month  of  notification. 

Housing. — Despite  the  scarcity  of  skilled  labour  and 
materials  which  prevailed  during  the  year,  203  temporary  and 
294  permanent  houses  were  erected  in  the  Burgh  during  1947. 
The  problem  of  housing  is  still  a serious  one.  It  is  estimated 
that  7,434  houses  are  required  to  alleviate  housing  conditions. 
At  31st  December,  it  was  estimated  that  2,246  families  were 
living  in  sub-let  conditions  and  3,370  families  in  overcrowded 
conditions.  In  1946  it  was  estimated  that  5,236  houses  were 
required  to  alleviate  housing  conditions.  It  will  therefore  be 
seen  that  the  solution  of  this  problem  is  not  yet  in  sight. 

Blindness. — There  are  79  registered  blind  persons  in  the 
Burgh,  of  whom  38  are  males  and  41  females.  Of  these,  7 
males  and  1 female  are  working ; 30  males  and  37  females  are 
unemployable.

145  cases  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Local  Authority 
during  the  year.  47  were  notified  by  practitioners ; 70  were 
discovered  at  dispensaries;  12  were  transfers  from  other  areas; 
28  were  discovered  by  mass  miniature  radiography ; and  10  were 
obtained  from  the  registrar’s  return  of  deaths.  They  may  be 
classified  as  follows : — Pulmonary  cases,  127  (02  males  and  05 
females);  other  forms,  18  (6  males  and  12  females).

REPORT  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL,  1947. 

During  the  year  1947  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to 
hospital  was  823.  49  patients  continued  over  from  1946,  making 

a total  of  872  in  hospital  during  the  year.  78  patients  were  in 
hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  continued  into  1948.  There 
were  56  deaths. 

Respiratory  Conditions. 

Of  91  cases  of  pneumonia,  there  were  11  deaths;  5 of  these 
died  within  a few  hours  of  admission. 

Of  56  admissions  as  pneumonia,  the  diagnosis  was  modified 
as  follows: — Tonsillitis,  15;  chill,  8;  senility,  4;  bronchitis,  4; 
enteritis,  3;  chronic  asthma,  4;  cardiac  conditions,  6;  influenza. 
2;  chorio  meningitis,  1;  pyeloric  stenosis.  1;  measles,  1;  rickets, 
1;  tonsillectomy,  1;  pernicious  anaemia,  1;  cerebral  haemorr- 
hage, 1;  bronchiectasis,  1;  whooping  cough  with  pneumonia,  3. 

Of  these  there  were  8 deaths  as  follows Senility,  2; 
cerebral  haemorrhage,  1;  cardiac  condition,  1;  asthma,  1; 
whooping  tough  with  pneumonia,  1 ; bronchiectasis,  1 ; enteritis. 
1. 

4 cases  proved  to  be  as  follows: — Measles.  2;  whooping 
cough,  1;  gastro-enteritis,  1. 

13  cases  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. 11  cases  were  suffering  from  tuberculous  pleurisy ; of 
these  1 patient  died.  1 case  proved  to  be  tubercular  adenitis 
of  the  mediastinum. 

Puerperal  Conditions, 

33  cases  were  admitted  as  suffering  from  puerperal  con- 
ditions. 

16  patients  suffered  from  purperal  sepsis. 

9 patients  suffered  from  breast  abscess. 

4 patients  suffered  from  bronchitis ; 3 were  abortions  and 
1 a fibrin  uterus. 

2 cases  were  complicated  by  phlebitis  of  leg,  1 infarction 
of  lung,  1 tuber*culous  pleurisy. 

There  were  no  deaths. 
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Meningitis. 

35  cases  were  admitted  as  meningitis  and  were  analysed  as 
follows: — Tuberculous  meningitis,  9;  abortive  poliomyelitis,  5; 
poliomyelitis,  2 ; meningococcal  meningitis,  2 ; pneumococcal 
meningitis,  1 ; H.  influenzal  meningitis,  1 ; tetanus,  1 ; cerebral 
thrombosis,  1;  mastoiditis,  1;  meningitis  ? (died  on  admission), 
1 ; pneumonia,  4 ; influenza,  1 ; tonsillitis,  1 ; tuberculous 
pleurisy,  1;  chill,  1;  gastro-entertis,  1;  acute  rheumatism,  1; 
pericarditis,  1. 

In  this  group  there  were  14  deaths  as  follows : — Tuberculous 
meningitis,  9 — this  includes  1 case  removed  home  who  died  2 
days  afterwards ; pneumococcal  meningitis,  1 ; haemolytica  in- 
fluenza, 1 ; tetanus,  1 ; cerebral  thrombosis,  1 ; gastro-enteritis, 
1;  meningitis  ? (died  on  admission),  1. 

Erysipelas. 

16  cases  of  erysipelas  were  admitted ; 2 were  complicated 
with  diabetes,  1 of  whom  died. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  21  patients  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  1946.  407 

patients  were  admitted  during  the  year  and  377  were  dismissed. 
51  patients  remained  in  hospital  at  the  end  of  1947. 

Complications  were  few  and  are  as  follows: — Acute  otitis 
media,  4 ; chronic  otitis  media,  5 ; onychia,  1 ; acute  nephritis, 
1;  threadworms,  1;  ringworm,  1;  scabies,  5;  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis. 1;  congenital  heart,  1;  mediastinal  adenitis,  3. 

2 cases  of  chickenpox  were  admitted  as  scarlet  fever;  chill, 
1;  German  measles,  1;  abscess  of  scalp,  1. 

2 cases  were  admitted  desquamatory  on  admission. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. 

37  cases  were  admitted  as  diphtheria  in  addition  to  4 re- 
maining over  from  1946.  29  were  discharged  and  7 remained  in 

hospital  at  the  end  of  1947. 

There  were  5 deaths ; 3 were  due  to  faucial  diphtheria  and 
were  not  immunised.  1 was  a laryngeal  diphtheria,  was  oper- 
ated on,  but  died  subsequently.  This  patient  was  not  im- 
munised. 1 was  suffering  from  measles  and  pneumonia. 
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Gastor-enterttis. 

36  cases  were  admitted  as  gastro-enteritis.  1 proved  to  be 
chill.  1 anaemia,  1 icterus  neonatorum.  Of  these  there  were 
10  deaths — 8 from  gastro- enteritis,  1 icterus  neonatorum  and  1 
complicated  with  pneumonia. 


Poliomyelitis. 

8 cases  were  admitted  as  poliomyelitis.  6 were  confirmed 
as  such.  1 proved  to  be  acute  rheumatism  and  1 chill.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  under  meningitis  2 other  cases  were  confirmed 
as  poliomyelitis  and  5 as  abortive  cases.  There  were  no  deaths. 


Dysentery. 

8 cases  were  admitted  as  dysentery.  These  proved  to  be  as 
follows: — 4 gastro-enteritis,  1 acute  appendicitis,  1 ulcerative 
colitis.  1 chill  and  1 no  evidence  of  disease. 

2 died  of  gastro-enteritis  complicated  with  convulsions. 


Enteric  Fever. 

2 cases  were  admitted  as  enteric  fever.  1 proved  to  be 
acute  rheumatism  and  1 pneumonia.
